The Executive Officer may apply to a 
Magistrate foi summons against such offenders Pinvided 
that if with the previous written permission of the E\- 
ecutve Officer, Nasirttbad, an entertainment is anangifil 
for purpose of the aid of nn^ educational or religious insti- 
tution ot any charitable purpose, tho provisions of these 
bye laws will not apply and no entertainment tax would 
be levied on the admission fee.
